Many persons swonder how it Is that
atrangers and men who never saw the
country or route over which they are to
earry the mail bid for, and obtain these
inland contracts. f

The following from the Doylestown
Demoerat will give some Jight on the
aubject :

We heir great complalnt in the matter
of the letting of the loeal mall routes in
this section of the country. For years
severnd short routes through this county
have been (nken by those who run the
two  lorse stages over the line. The
compensation received for earrying the
mail and the fare from passehgers en-
ubled the owners to make n Hving and a
little more. In most cases the stage and
horses are nll the property owned by
these poor men ; and being well nequaint-
od along the route, they not only necom-
modated the people, but felt an interesi
in gerving the mails with punctunlity.
But this thing is now changed, Thoese
local contracts have been taken from
these poor men, and passed Into the
hands of a great eorpomtion said to have
grown up under the shadow of the post
office department. This company known
the * United Htates Inland Mail
Transportation company,” has now be.
come the great mail contractor of the
country, and has swallowed up all the
personal loeal bidders for mail routes. It
15 not in a condition to perform the ser.
viea itself, and does not pretend to do it,
but sub-lets to the poor men who run
the passenger hncks on the roads, and
thus in fuct levies blackmnil on them,
which they are foreed to pay to keep off’
opposition. The company hns ite home
in Washington, Id. ., and A, E, Boone
signs himself secretary. Tt Is believed
that clerks, orother officials, in the post
office department are connected with the
company, who furnish the bids of the
loeal bidders and thus enablethe “*United
States Inland Mall™ to underbid them
and get the contracts. In no other way
would it be able to aecomplish what it
does, often underbldding by o few cents,
Soon individual bidders will be driven
from the field entirely, and all the mail
contracts of the country will pass into
the hands of this great company. It
will then have a monepoly of the mall
lettings, and will begin to dictate to the
department. We call these facts to the
attentlon of the pestmaster.general, and
nek that he give {t his attention. We
are salisfied that a proper investigation
will show that some of his own employ-
ves are conneoted with the company and
furnish contraband information to anable
it to underbld all other bldders. M.
Key should smash this ring. Here la an
apening for reform, and we hope it will
nol be overlooked.
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A Fearful Disaster.

Br. Lovis, Apil 11,—At 1,30 o'clogk
this morning the SBouthern Hotel was
discovered to be on five. The flames had
exldontly been at work some time.,

When the alarm was sounded, whioch
waa no doubt done at the momeat of dis-
vovery, the entire upper portion of the
building was on fire.

Flames were bursting from the roof,
while from the windows flames poured
forth fu dense volumes. Alarm after
alarm was sounded, bringing out the en-
tire force of engines to the scene,

The gneat height of the bullding elx
stories, rendered the invaded portion ex-
tremely difficult of access by the firemen
who workad under serious disadvantage.

The scene which presented ftself when
n reporter arrivad on the ground fairly
beggars description and cannot be falrly
presented with all its horrors,

The greater vumber of rooms on the
ppper tloors were occupled by perma-

nent boarders, These were sawakened
from their sleep by the ferrible ery of
fire.

Many of those who esonped Jumped
from the fourth, ifth and sixth story
windows. All the stores and bulldings
in the vieinity are filled with the dend
and wounded,

Asnear as oan be ascertalned, fifty
pereons were killed and over one hun-
dred were Injured,

Knte Claxton, the actress who narrow.

fire, Jumped out of the window and
broke both her legs.

The wildest excltement prevails, and
in the confusion it is almost impossibla
to realize the full extenl of the disnater.

Great Fire at Stamboul.

CONBTANTINOPLE, Aprll 12=A fire
at Blamboul Tuesday night destroyed
bétween 800 and 500 houses, Tt orlging-
ted in the Greek quarter at sbout 11
o'dlock at night, and rapldly mounted
the hill, 1t was only extingulshed on

reathing the Turkish quarter at the
summit, No public bulldings were
destroyed,  Heveral firemen were in-

Jured, but no logs of life hag yet been
aseertained,

Btamboul, the scene of the great con.
flugration annotnced above, 18 the name
of the Turkish clty of Constantinople,
as distinguished from Pera and Galnia,
the quarters allotted to Christions and
foreigners, Stamboul  ocenples  the
promontory at the Bouthwestern ex.
tremity of the Hosphorus. On one slde
it overlooks the sen of Marmora, and on
the other side ingepurated from Peraand
Glalata by the inlet known as the Golden
Horn. Constantinople, or s different
seotions, has probably suflered more fre-
quently by fire than any other Europe
an city, owing to the chiracter of its
buildings, Uelng l'hh'!'lj.' of wood, and
the religious fdens of the inhabitants,
which prevent their attompting to
vinte o misfortune in which they
pose the hand of fule is visible.
sald that in 432 the whole city
burned down, 115 size st that time belng
then unknown. This disaster was the
result of nogreat popular tumult about
“the elrens,” nod 30,000 of the Inhab-
itants were killed before it wns sup-
pressed,  In the winter of 1851-2 geven
destruetive tires ocourred in one night,
and 8,400 hounses were burned to the
ground., On June 6, 1870, another con-
flngration destroyed at least 5,000 build-
Ings, many of them of a very fine and
substantial character, and a torrible loss
of life was nleo incurred, the number of
persons who perished in  the flames e
ing variously estimnted at from 800 to
1300, On July 16, 1874 o conflagration
visitedl Ginlata, destroying about 200
houses, the lods being estimated at 2.
00000,
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Daring Bank Robbery in New York.

The New Yark Times of 0l inst.,
#ays: The premises oceupied by the
Hixth National Bank situated in Thirty-
fifth street, at the junction of Broadway
and Mixth avenue, were yesterday the
scene of nn Ipgeniously planned and
most boldly executed robbery, Atabout
4 o'clock In the afternoon, while officer
Tripp, of the Twenty-ninth precinet,
was passing the bank building he was
astonished, on looking through the
window, to see one of the doors of & safe
lying on the floor, surrounded by o dis-
ordered litter of burglars® tools.

On looking at the basement he dis-
covered that the door was open, and on
entering discovered a large hole through
the ceiling near the broken safe, from
which he ascertained, upon further in-
vestigation, $2,600 in silver coin had
been taken, The burglare gmined en-
trance to the basement by jimmies, and
eoolly pried the safe open In daylight,
